China, aud the Governor of Canton 
has proclaimed bis impecunions condi- 
tion ia many @ memorial to the Throne, 
Ho bas genorally in Into years been 
obliged to borrow in order to furnish 
his remittances to Peking, and ¢ 
extraordinary expenditure for war pur- 
poses must Lave made his position 
worse. A month or two ago we heard 
that his exactions from merchants had 
become so heavy that trade bad almost 
ceased. It is certai 
proved since then ; indeed we beli 
has gone from bad to worse. 
diminution of enterprize of all kinds 
would be the inevitable effect of the 
fear of war in any country, and with a 
timid class like the Chinese traders it 
has probably made them withdraw 
altogether from business. The pro- 
clamation issued by the Chief Lekin 
Bureau, which we give in auother 
column, is not likely to canse either 
capitalists or men of small means to 
display more confideuce either in the 
prosout or the fuluro of trade in Kuang- 
tung. It proposes to adopt now means 
for taxing money and commerce, a 
part of the schome being apparently 
borrowed from the Stamp Act of 
Hongkong. ‘Thero has always been 
a tax levied on money in the cities of 
Canton and Fatshan, bat this tax has, 
like every other tax aud duo in Chiua, 














never been fally paid, ‘Those by whom | 


it was payable have hitherto, it would 
appear, compromised for the nmonils 
due by them; according to immemorial 
Chinese custom. Now, however, when 
money is urgently requited for defence 
aiid other purposes, two persons pre- 
sent themselves with a potilion in 
which they set forth a plan for re. 
plenishing to some extent the exhausted 
Provincial Treasury, aud compelling the 
bankers of Canton, and the rich ;men 
who deposit moneys with them,.to pay 
their Lonest share of the bauking tax. 
These two patriots must seo a remark- 
ably good thing for themselves in the 
farming of this tax, though nothing is 
said about that in their petition, While 
wo must be prepared to seo tho Gov. 
ernments everywhere in China adopt 
extraordiuary means to provide them- 
selves with fauds in the emergency 
into which their policy has Jed tho 
country, justas Europeau Governments 
would, when propating for or when 
engaged in war, thore is a peculiarly 
Chinese way of attempting to got out 
of a difficulty in this farming of the 
Kuangtung bank tax. ‘The ocension 
is mado ono for instituting a squeczo 
II not cease to press on trade 
what tho war, if there is a war, is 
ended. ‘That is quite in accordance 
with Chinese notions, But there isa 
simplicity about the expectation that 
the wealthy elnsses who deposit money 
with the bauks will continue to do so 
after the institution of the inquisitorial 
system by which the bankers are to bo 
compelled to pay their dues honestly. 
The Chinese always lave been addicted 
to hoarding, and very few of them 
trust their mouey to banks, native or 
foreign. ‘Tho number of those who do 
80 is cortnin to be lessened by this movo 
of the Lekin Office. For, besides the 
tax, which may not be heavy under the 
present circumstances, there is, what 
will bo far more serious in the eyes of 
alarmed mon of money, the knowledge 
which the officials will gain of funds 
on which they may Iny hands for pa- 
triotic causes, We should be inclined 
to say that the Lekia Office or the 
farmers of the tax vill make more oat of 
this illegitimate way of levying money 
than by tho tax on banking, Hud 
tho object of the petitioners been -to 
drive depositors in banks into hoarding, 
and bankers into winding up their 
affairs at ouce, they could scarcely Lave 
devised a better plan for bringing theso 
speedily about, The bankers seem to 


























have treated the commands of the 
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Governor with somewhat contemptuous 
indifference. ‘The now arrangement for 
taxing them will at the worst only 
lessen the amount of their business, and 
doubtless they do not desire large 
transactions at present. When trade 
recovers they will take good care to 
make their customers pay the increased 
duty. - 

‘Another instances of the peouliar 
way in which depositors in banks 
are denlt with comes to us in some 
memorials in the mannsoript Peking 
Gazette of 21st December Inst and the 
Imperial Deoree in reply. A Censor 
states that it was reported in the 
Capital that one Wén Yii, President 
of the Boord vf Punishments and 
‘Assistant Grand Secretary, had a sum 
of Taels 700,000 deposited in the Fow 
Kong bank when it stopped payment. 
The Oensor “ cannot believe that it is the 
intention of the Court that high officers 
should merely study their own dignity 
and comfort, and he would suggest 
that before reform can be expeoted of 
the official classes the seniors must 
conform to law and statute, and the 
juniors lead honest aud fragal lives,” 
To help forward this desirable offi 
condition the Censor prays that au 
examination of the books of the Fow 
Kong bauk be made, and the exact 
amount which Wau Yi bad deposited 
in it ascertained. ‘This was done, the 
‘unfortunate Wén Yii admitted having 
deposits of Taels 360,000 in the 
bank, explaining in a report to the 
Throue, that the money was the 
savings, by the oxorcise of great onre 
and economy, of thirty yenrs of official 
eervioo, In that time Le had filled the 
fHices of Taotai, Financial Commis- 
joner, Governor and Governor-General 
aud the Superintendencies of Customs 
at Fakien and Peking—*two very 
lucrative offices.” ‘ho Imperial De- 
ores gives Wen Yi oredit for having 
been frank aud truthful in his ex- 
planations, but nevertheless orders 
to pay Tis. 100,000 into the publiv 
exchequer, and commands the Go- 
vernor of Peking to recover thi 
amount from the Fow Kong bank 
aa part of its official liabilities. ‘his 
is no doubt quite in accordance 
with Chinese custom, but at such 
a time as the present the cnse ennnot 
fail to make, not only official, bat all 
other depositors in banks extremely 
uneasy, and desirous of getting their 
money iuto their own lauds. No for- 
eignor will feol called on to deplore the 
paternal punishment bestowed by the 
Emperor ov Wén Yii, or indeed on.any 
Chinese official, when it tnkes the 
shape of ordering them to restore money 
that they cannot have honestly come 
by. But foreigners at all tho ports 
are certain to be very much interested 
in such exactions as the uew way of 
farming the bauking tax at Canton.

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CHINESE TREE AND REPTILE WORSHIP. 
In spite of Uhe many praises that have 
been lavished upon tho Chinese for the 
comparative purity of their religions, 
it is nevertheless a fact that some of 
the lowest forms of superstition are to 
be found in Chinese popular worship. 
In saying this wo do no injustice to the 
higher developments of the various 
national religious. Wo aro nob un- 
mindfal of the pristine monotheistic 
worship which provailed in China con- 
tries before Confucianism was known, 
We do uot refor to the Worship of 
Ancestors, the belief in Feng-shui, or 
even the baser developmonts of the 
systems of Buddhism and Tao. But

Spirits of the Hillsand Woods, aud which 
may be found in the very earliest re- 
cords of the Chinese Empire, there sti 
exists an active though quite unautho. 
rised system of adoration, the objects 
of which are manifold and indiso: 
minate, For instance, treo-worship 
may be found in China, as distinct 
in its character ns that which existed 
in the olden days of Britain, when 
the Chief Druid cut the sacred mi 
lotoo from the hoary onk with 
golden sickle. 
numen, of this worship is identified 
with the banyan tree or sung-siu, and 
his title is the Banyan Prince. It 
affirmed that age has much to do with 
the divinity or “spiritual efficacy,” to 
use the Chinese term, of this noble tre 
Tho older it grows, the more it in- 
orenses in spirituality, and the greater 
honour is paid to it. The chiof seat of 
its worship is said to be Amoy, aud 
some doubt exisis whether it is wor- 
shipped in any other places. The pench- 
tree, again, is held in considerable 
veneration, it having been asserted th 
no Chinese will venture to burn 
wood, lest the spirit which inhabits it 
should visit his displensure upon them 
by an attack of madness. This tree, 
for some obscure renson or other, is 
regarded as the symbol of longevity 
and marriage bliss. It oceupies a pro- 
minent position in the mysticism of 
the Tacists, according to oue of whose 
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legends two sorcerers were in the habit 
of invoking spirits at their will and 
causing them to pass in review under 
the branches of a peach-tree of Mount 
‘Tu-so, The peach-tree of the gods is 
supposed to yield the fruit of immor. 
tality, aud the Fairy Mother of the 
West is said to have had one remark- 
able specimen in her garden which 
bore once only in three thousand years. 
Another tree which is superstitiously 
esteemed in China is that called the 
wu-tung shu, identified by Williams 
with the Blapococea Verrucosa, ‘This is 
said to occupy a position in this land 
analogous to that of the oak in 
England. It is the national tree of 
Chinn; it is much admired for its 
stately appearance as well as for the 
lightness, durability, and fineness of 
its wood, and venerated as being the 
chosen roosting-place of the mysterious 
pheonix, or féng Twang, whouever that 
august bird coudesceuds to pay a 
to the country. It is common enoug! 
in Jnpan, where its wood is used for 
boxes. But trecs are not the only 
objects of this quasi-worship. Serpents 
ara.hold sacred too, aud are connected 
in the Chinese mind with the famous 
deity known as Hstian Ton Shang Ti, 
or Supreme Ruler of the Sombre 
Heavens, who is generally represented 
ag using one asa foolstool, It is not 
moro than twelve years ago that Li 
Hung-clang himself foll prostrate be- 
foro au ivsignifienut water-snake, be- 
seeching it to intercede with the great 
River Dragon to prevent auother over- 
flow. of the Yellow River. “Five 
serpents,” wrote an observer, about 
the same time that this truly pitiable 
spectacle took place, “of very large 
dimensions, such ns are found some- 
times among tho mountains, and 
which are said to be over a thou- 
sand years old, are worshipped (in 
Fukien) with very great reverence. 
‘These are believed to Lave the power 
of transforming themselves into haman 
shape when they have some fell pur- 
pose to execute on man, I have kuown 
@ caso where thousands of men and 
women have gathered round a serpout 
that bad been killed by the rondside, 
aud have worshipped it for nearly a 
month. ‘The worship stopped only when 
it was found that the report of its 
efficacy to heal disease, etc., was un- 
truce.” Tortoises and turtles, also, enjoy 
an amount of reverence above most 
other crawling things ; indeed tortoise- 
worship may be enid to havea somewhat 
extensive literature of its own, and dates 
back as far as 2,900 years before the 
Christian era, Hedgeliogs, too, have a 
faint aroma of sauctity about them, 
though we uever heard that poreupines 
were similarly favoured ; while even rats 
and mice'are regarded with moro rever- 
ence than they deserve by afew misguided 
polytheists. We confess to some feel- 
ing of surprise at Laving been assured 
that the members of that most respect- 
able sect of native teetotallers, the Tsai- 
li Hui, or Fellowship of Reason, are ad- 
dicted to these foolish forms of worship. 






































‘There is no doubt that the Fellowship 
has decidedly degenerated daring the 
last few years, both in ethical purity and 
reputation, but it is to be hoped that 
a veneration for vermin is not reckoned 
among the sigus of its decadence. 
Perhaps the most dreaded of the brate- 
deities in China is the fox, which has 
the power of transforming itself into 
tho likeness of a beautiful woman and so 
deceiving theanwary. ‘Chissnperstition 
is probably universal, and was made use 
of in the Peking Gazette about a year 
ago in order to screen some faithless 
eunuchs suspected of complicity in 
stealing certain objects of value from 
the Imperial Pulnce. Fox-mythe, in 
fact, are to be found well-nigh the 
whole world over, aud nowhere are 
they so deeply rooted in the minds of 
the people as in Chiua and Japan. It 
is the favourite plea of some gay 
Lothario who has not come home over 
night, aud presents himself haggard 
and pale the following day, to his 
anxious family, that he was unlucky 
enough on his way home the previous 
evening to meet aud be deluded by a 
“ fox.” 





HOW TO FLY. 

‘Tuers is, no doubt, a very vast diffe. 
reuce between knowing bow to do a 
thing aud being able to do it, Tho 
astronomer who said be could have 
made a very much better Solar System 
than the one actually oxisting must 
have regretted the cliasm which se- 
parates theory from execution, and 
everybody else must share his sorrow 
on purely speoulative grounds, MM 
things look eo well on paper that it is 
a aad pity they aro so difficult to realise 
or embody in fact. We could all of us 
suggest a few improvements in the 
Universo ensily enough. ‘The sido of 
tho moon that has been turned towards 
us so many thousand years is gotting 
somewhat stale; a view of the other 
side would be an agreeable change. It 
is tantalising to be able to draw a map 
of the seas aud contineuts of Mars, and 
yet be debarred from making closer 
aequaintance with ite features, Sum. 
mers are often too hot, and wiuters 
mrch too cold, and a little judicious 
Ughtening of some of the loose screws 
iu the System to which we belong would 
doubtless have a pleasuntly equal 
effect. ‘There are many indeed who 
dispute the dictum of Leibnitz that 
this is the best of all possible worlds, 
aud chafe under the irritating con- 
sciousness that their powers are so un- 
equal to their wills. 

Now, it was predicted many centuries 
ago that a time would come whon 
many should ran to and fro, and know- 
ledge should be incrensed. Certain it 
is that improved mothods of locomotion 
form oue of the distinguishing features 
of tho nineteenth century, ‘Trains ran 
at a speed of fifty or sixty miles an 
hour, and the distance betwoon Livor- 
pool and New York is soon to bo 
traversed in something considerably 
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under eek. But this is uot enough. 
Alexander, having so far conquered 
the Iand and the soa, is sighing to 
conqner another world, and will not be 
happy until he has cutered into com- 
petition: with the engle. Balloons are 
old-fashioned and clumsy contrivances, 
and noti is to be hoped for from 
thom, They cannot be guided ; they are 
entirely. at Uke merey of capricious 
winds which blow just where they list, 
without tho slightest regard to the 
convenience or wishes of the aeronant. 
OF course, balloons will novor be of very 
mach sorvico for the simple reason that 
they resemble nothing in nature. If 
we aro to resolve the secret of aeroun- 
vigation, we must form our muchine on 
the modal of those objects which uaturo 
Ins expressly fitted for the purpose. 
Nataro knows nothing of balloons whieh 
drift, bat sho knows and recognises 
birds wliich fy, and whatever we want 
to pass through the air mnat be made 
oubgorvient to this law, and fly too. 
‘This principle bas been now acted npon 
by a gentleman of the name of Lin- 
fiold, who has been asked to explain 
his procvas for tho benefit of the Pall 
Mall Gazette, ‘This enterprising man 
makes splendid promises, “In a short 
time,” he anys, “you will see passengers 
embark for nerinl -voyngos as regularly 
‘3 they tow go on board a steambont or 
railway, and they will be able to travel 
sixty miles anhour without any difeulty, 
whichevar way the wind is, ‘hat is 
to say, tho speed would be enleulated 
in asimilar way to that of a ship ina 
tidewny: If tho ship’s speed is ten 
miles av hour, and she meets a four- 
mile tide, sho really makes only six 
miles an hour; while, on the other 
hand, if she is ranning h the same 
tide, she makes fourteen miles.” Mr. 
Linfield further says that his machi 
will oarry moro than one persor, and that, 
in fact, the more it carries the easier it is 
to lift; the difficulty diminishes propor 
tionally with the size. ‘This is turning 
gravitation topsy-turvy witha vengennos. 
The Shadow, which is tho name of the 
experiniontal machine that bas been 
constructed, consisis of a cigar-shaped 
hall maile of as light a material as pos- 
sible, ae water-tight as a life-boat, aud 
the nerial architect ia to have no more 
difficulty in storing his weights, such 
as ongitio-power, fuel, navigating officer, 
ete., than a naval architect has with a 
steambont, But there aro still many 
difficulties of formidable oxtent to be 
overcome. Ce n'est que le premier pas 
qui coiite. The first thing that bas to 
be done is to gota hundred feet or so 
into the air, One would think, from 
what has gone before, that nothing is 
easier ; the aeronaut would simply have 
to pilo on weight after weight uutil the 
machine was buoyant enongh to rise, 
There is evidently something here 
that requires explanation. Suppose, 
however, that Phacton has mounted 
his chariot, attained the required height, 
and is rushing gaily over the housetops 
at the rate of sixty miles au hour. 
‘Tho uoxt difficulty is infinitely groater 























































than the first; for he now finds himself 
on the horns of a most embarrassing 
dilemma. He must either rush on in- 
definitely, or come down with a most 
awfal ran ; the Shadow is so constructed 
that the moment the motive power 
gives ont the machine falls, and the 
chances appear to be in favour of 
this very serious catastrophe hap- 
pening before tho aeronant is ex- 
pecting it. ‘There is also another 
fact to be tnken into consideration, 
although the inventor seems to make 
rathor light of it; and that is, that the 
kine has never yet left terra firma, 
save, apparently, when attached to a 
train, Mr. Linstend rigged it out and 
tied it to n enrriage-truck on the rail- 
way near Staines. He then attached 
a tow-rope to the front of the screw- 
shaft, and also to temporary post 
erected on the preceding railway-track, 
& dynamometer intoreepting the tow- 
rope in such a manner as to register 
the poll. “ When the engine was 
started, the machine flonted steadily 
cnongh at a speed of about thirty-five 
miles an hour, and continued to do so 
while the pull was maintained. ‘Three 
trials showed that a. forward: paltof 
241b, kept the ontire weight of the 
machine (2401b.) nflont.” Judging 
from one of the diagrams given, the 
Shadow looks something like an ex- 
ceedingly complicated Chinese wheel- 
barrow, with rotating sails like a wiud- 
mill, and a grotesque arrangement to 
one side resembling the bellows of a 
wind-instrament, ‘There is certaiuly 
nothing even remotely resembling 0 
bird, or a shadow, or anything of a 
picturesquo nature, about it, But it 
is bound to fly. It is warranted to 
fly. The air, we are assared, is the 
finest rondway in existence for light 
weights and high speed, and this 
wonderful machine is the very thing 
to mect its requirements, In any 
case, as the reporter of the Pall Mall 
observes, Mr. Linstead oan scarcely fail 
to leave a high reputation behind him. 
If ho succeeds in fying, he will of 
course be the hero of the hour, as the 
pioneer of a groat transformation in 
tho mode of transit; if he comes down 
with « ran and breaks his neck, he will 
be almost equally interesting, and en- 
titled to all the credit dae to one who 
has met his death in the interests of phi- 
Inuthropy and science, Certainly the 
completion of Mr. Linstead’s arrange. 
ments will be looked forward to with 
grent eagerness, though we fear that 
in spite of it all the nineteenth century 
will not be able to add the invention of a 
practical flying-machine to tho laurels 
which it already possesses.

On tho 25th day of the 11th mon’ (24th 
December) the Chinese paper at Hongkong 
slated that “certain Tartars from Canton 
had gone to Aunam to aid the French in 
their fighting in that place, and having 
been caught by the Black Flag Chief Liu 
Tung-fu had been sent back to Canton, 
and that H.E. the Viceroy had accordingly 
deputed officials to try them and if found 
guilty to make them suffer punishment.” 
‘Upon reading the above, I was exceodingly 
surprised, aud having translated the item 
into Manchu T sent it into the Tartar 
encampments in this city. Upon reading 
it, they unanimously stated that they had 
heard nothing abont the matter; hence 
in justice to them and all of us it ia 
extremely important that the said matter 
might be explained and made public. Upon 
investigation you will find that of the Tartar 
soldiers in Canton, all of them are educated 
men, ‘They have to study the Chinese 
written language in tho Ming Tah College 
(College for the Propagation of the Classics 
of the Ming Dynasty); thore is the Tung 
Wen College for tenchiiny foreign languages, 
and there are also the Tsing Shu (Manehn 
Classic) public schools, Largo and small 
there are eighteen of thom, all of which 
were established for the education of these 





























tars. We Tartars are divided into two

Chinese Bannermen, each boing 


composed of eight banners. Exch banner 
has a Primary School ‘Teacher, who is 
employed by the officials, ‘These terchers 
of coitrse are not included among the 
private schools.

A PROCLAMATION ISSUED BY THE CHIEF 
DERIN BUREAU OF THE PROVINCE OF 
KUANGTUNG, 

Whereas ‘the merchants Ho Yao-tséng, 
Mei Teli-jung and others, have petitioned 
this Bureau stating “ that owing to the 
present emergency of sea-const defence, 
methods should be devised to procure 
funds for the purpose, in which all who 
eat of the food of the land, and who walls 
about it, should exert their strength in ase 

sting the Emperor :— 

‘The Petitioners Ho and Mei, having been 

merchants for a number of years in the 

etropolis of Canton and Fat-shan, know 
that thore has always been a tax levied on 
money. That for every hundred taels loaned, 
out « tax of 2 candareens is levied, and for 
every hungred taels sold 2imace. Now inUan- 
ton there is no limit made for money loaned. 
out by banks, but the taxes on such mor 
are paid in alump sum ; hence the monthly 
tax paid over for them only amounts to 

700 to 800 taels. But in Fatshan thera is 

a rile that the banks should pay a 

monthly tax to the Lekin Bureau of 

"fle. 250. In view of this, it may be sew 

that the yearly revenue hitherto collected 

from these two cities in this matter is 
comparatively small, Now, it is onl; 

wealthy people who are able to deposit 
large sums in the banks, and it seems that 
these very men have never paid anything 
to the Lekin offices in the shape of this 
tax. The Petitioners therefore consider 
this to be unjust, 

At the present moment money is urgently 
needed for military purposes; of this 
the Petitioners are perfectly aware, aud 























































it is our duty to our Emperor to assist 
him in every way, The Petitionora there< 
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fore propose that the usual monthly tax 
‘of 2 candaroens be still levied on every 
hundred taels loaned out, and au extra 
tax of 2 candareens montlily be made on 
every hundred taels deposited in the banks, 
making thus a tax of 4 candareens on both 
borrower and lender, in order to assist in 
the Sea Coast Defence funds. There will 
be no addition on the ordinary amouut of 
2 mace for every hundred taels sold. They, 
the Petitioners, therefore pray that the 
duty of collecting these taxes be granted 
for the space of ten years, aud for 
vilege they propose to give the Gov- 
t the sum of $50,000 as War Tax, 
making a total of $500,000 for ten years ; 
no extra allowance to be made for inter- 
calary months. On permission being 
granted to the Petitioners to do this, they 
will commence work at once. And upon 
the issue of a proclamation to that 
effect, the Petitioners will pay over within 
ton days of it, the sum of $100,000, because 
the’ Bureau is in need of money. ‘This 
sum is to be deducted for the first three 
years at the rato of $30,000 a year, from 
the money to be contributed by the Peti- 
tioners each year, making their yearly con- 
tribution for three years at $20,000. On 
the fourth year, the petitioners will con 
tribute the sum of $40,000, $10,000 
being deducted for the money lent before. 
At the cowmoncoment of the Sth year 
regular contribution of $50,000 ‘will 
“ gaade by. the. optitioners..— i 
Advantage for all parti 

‘This procedure willnotincrease the burden 
on banks which loan out money ; the addi- 
tion will simply be on the wealthy classes 
who deposit imoney in banke, Moreover, the 
tax on their money is so insignificant that 
they will never feel it, ‘The truth, how- 
ever, is that the Petitioners should not 
state this proposition, and it only requires 
extra courage to do #0, aud to pray that the 
Bureau may grant their petition, upon 
which the Petitioners will propose certain 
rules to regulate the mode of procedure, 
and give « bond for the first advance 
of $100,000, upon presentation of which 
bond to the petitioners by the Bureau, 
the said eu of $100,000 will be paid over 
at once; the Petitioners then await the 
Bureau's report that the said sum is correct, 
‘They also pray that the Bureau may depute 
& wei-yuan to assist them in establishing 
the necessary offices for the work, aud then 
issue a proclamation to the eifect that 
“From the time that the ‘Canton and Fut 
shan Income Tax Ofice’ is established, 
when traders of any branches may have 
occasion to give out drafts or orders, these 
must within five days of their being 
insued, be taken to the said Income Tax 
Office for the purpose of being stamped by 
them to give legality to the draft or order. 
When the wealthy deposit money in 
banks, the said banks shall be required 
to deduct the necessary tax from the said 
doposits, and the receipts granted by the 
bauk to the depositor for his mouey shall 
be taken by the depositor to the Income 
Tax Oltice to be stamped, upon which the 
said tax shall be collected on the bank in 

uestion, If no report be made to the 

‘ucome T'ax Office of the moneys deposited, 
or if the receipt of the banks be not taken 
to the said oflice for its stamp, then the 
said receipt will be considered iuvalid, and 
the moneys so deposited shall not be re- 
coverable from the banks, nor will any 
litigation on those poiuts be allowed for 
its recovery.” ‘The Petitioners pray that 
this may be made kuown to the different 
local officers in authority. 

The Potitiouers furthermore petition 
that the following may also be grauted : 
—Formerly the sum total of the two 
candargens tax was always reported less 
than it actually was, as each part acted 
independently, aud ‘there was no limit 
known ; however, should the Petitioners be 
allowed to undertake the matter, a proper 
report on the actual receipt should be made, 
Moreover, by the granting of this petition it 
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may be feared that the numerous banks will 
express dissatisfaction ; hence they ask that 
the Bureau will first lay tho Petitioners’ 
proposals before the several banks of Can- 
ton and Fatshan, and ask them first if they 
are willing to undertake the matter. If they 
then do not desire it, it will save fature 
contentions aud disagreement. They ask 
that permission in this be grauted to them. 
The Petitioners uow beg to annex to this 
the proposed Regulations and a draft on 
them for $100,000. The above are the words 
of the petition. 

With reference to the foregoing Petition, 
we find that the total sum yearly paid to 
our Bureau as War ‘Tax from different, 
Banks in Oanton and Fatshan is from 
12,000 to ‘Tis, 13,000. Hence 
sent word to the several baukers of 
two cities to appear before us and be 
advised as to the importance of adding 
to the War Tax, in which caso they 
vill still be allowed to have oontrol of 
the matter in questi But_ after in- 
forming the bankers of the Metropolis 
three several times, and desiring each time 
for au auawer, they that they were 
not able to do so, while the Bankers 
Fatshan went so far as not even to make 
an appearance, in spite of repeated exhorta 
tions to them to do so.
